Morristown, N. J., Sept. 20— U P— 
All Soul’s hospital here was notified 
today thai a Buhl A irster. in the 
Class A race of the Spokane air 
derby this m orning, 
w as wrecked 
near M endham, N. J., and the pilot 
and passenger killed. 
It was the first plane aw ay in the 
Class A. 
Group this m orning and 
was piloted by R ichard Hudson of 
Marysville, Mich., w ith 
J. 
Radike 
of St. Clair, Mich., as passenger. 
The hospital was inform ed that 
Radike was found dead in the plane 
w hen an am bulance surgeon reached 
th e scene of the crash. 
Hudson was severely injured when 
taken from the w reckage and died 
in the am bulance enroute 
to 
the 
hospital. 
The plane hu n g in th e tree tops, 
those who saw the crash reported by 
telephone to M orristow n, 
Rescuers climbed into th e trees 
and found Radike dead, and Hudson 
fatally injured both 
still 
in 
th e 
w reckage of th e plane. 
Hudson w as taken from the plane 
and carefully b ro u g h t to th e ground. 
Accompanied by A. T. L ange and 
W m. O’Dowd, two of those who had 
seen the wreck, he was started for 
th e hospital in M orristow n, but died 
in the am bulance. 
His chest had been crushed and 
his head injured, th e skull probably 
being fractured. 
R adike had spend th e 
n ig h t at 
Roosevelt field sleeping in th e plane 
so th a t he could be on th e job early 
and have th e m otors ready for H ud­ 
son w hen th e la tte r arrived.

State troopers, for whom Mrs. Lil- 
liendahl says now she has the "g reat­ 
est adm iration.” imm ediately took her 
into custody. 
Her release came at 
ime when counsel for the woman were 
threatening habeas 
corpus proceed 
ings. 
R eappearance yesterday of Willis 
Beach for further questioning was not 
explained. 
He departed after an hour 
in conference with County Prosecutor 
A. Cameron Hinkle. 
He declared he had not seen Mrs. 
Lilliendahl for five months, snapped 
a 
semi-profane 
reply 
when 
asked 
w hether he had ever 
ridden 
in 
an 
automobile with the woman, and de­ 
nied he had ever written to her as 
has been charged. 
Mrs. Lilliendahl, for whom ball was 
furnished by tho Hammonton 
post­ 
m aster, submitted to questioning by 
newspapermen. 
She asserted she had 
always been happy with her aged h u s­ 
band and praised the state for its ef­ 
forts toward solving the crime. 
When taken to the u n d erta k er’s shop 
in compliance with the law for iden­ 
tification of her husband’s body, she 
glanced at it, gently affirmed the iden­ 
tity, and almost collapsed. 
She was 
met by her eight-year-old son at the 
doorway and went home. 
In discussing Mrs. Lilliendahl's sto­ 
ry of robbery, detectives said the phy­ 
sician drew $25 in new notes from 
the Tradesm en’s National 
Bank 
on 
the morning of the murder.

were found in his wife’s purse after 
the supposed holdup. 
The detectives pointed out that had 
Dr. Lilliendahl possessed the $300 in 
cash he was said to have lost in the 
robbery, he would have had no re a­ 
son in withdrawing the $25.

Chicago.—Should the sun explode, 
which astronomers say may not hap 
pen In a million years, or might hap­ 
pen tomorrow, inhabitants of Hie earth 
would know of it In eight minutes and 
would have but 138 hours to live be­ 
fore they were destroyed by poison j 
gases. 
Astronomers at Yerkes observatory 
admit such an explosion is possible 
any minute, basing their assertion on 
the fact that every star has gone, or 
will go through the explosive stage. 
In the Spiral Andromeda alone more 
than forty stars have exploded in tile 
last twenty-five years. 
The last great star to explode was 
Nova Pictoris, which expanded many 
thousand diameters in 1923. 
Prof. C. T. Elvey of Northwestern 
university i^preparing a thesis on this 
subject. 
Ile says: 
“It Is quite true that stabs do ex­ 
plode and there is no reason why the 
sun should be an exception. 
As yet 
we do not know exactly what tile 
cause of this phenomenon can be. tfut 
the generally accepted theory is that 
the explosions are caused by internal 
eruptions, caused by the liberation of 
atomic energy. 
“The liberated energy travels from 
the center of the star at explosive 
speed. 
When it finally reaches the 
Outside the star is many times its 
original 
size 
and 
Its 
intensity 
in­ 
creases many tithes. 
■“ Nova Pictoris, the last big star to 
texplode, 
has Increased In Intensity 
more than 40,(XX) times. 
"Should this happen to the sun, and 
It Is entirely possible, we would know 
of tile explosion In eight minutes and 
we Won rd have an outside limit of 
138 hours to live.

burning gases would reach the earth

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Ingenious Electric Device 
That Aids Night Flying 


Pittsburgh, Pa.—A formidable en­ 
emy of night flying—the unillumt- 
Hated landing field—was conquered 
automatically by the modern wizardy 
of electricity at Bettis field, McKees­ 
port, the other n ig h t 
At a public 
demonstration there the hum of a 
plane, one thousand feet in the air, 
closed a switch on the landing field. 
A bank 
of airport floodlights 
was 
turned on, and an instant later the 
pilot was gliding safely along a path 
of illumination that was called into 
being by tile voice of his own plane. 
Thousands witnessed the successful 
exhibition of the sound-sensitive au­ 
tomatic lighting agency developed by 
T. Spooner, research engineer of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufac­ 
turing company. 
Merle Moltrup, chief of the air mall 
pilots at Bettis field, made the land­ 
ing which opens a new volume in the 
annals of aviation. 
Essentially the function of the de­ 
vice Is to use the drone of an air­ 
plane to control electrical energy. At 
first this controlled energy is a tiny 
weakling, but it is nursed along by 
a 
corps 
of 
amplifiers, 
and 
finally 
emerges as a husky child capable of 
closing a good-sized lighting switch. 
This switch locks automatically and 
the lights remain on until turned cit 
by the field attendant. 
Loud Speaker Reversed. 
A loud speaker constitutes the “ear” 
of the mechanism. 
It works in re­ 
verse order, inhaling rather than ex­ 
haling sound. 
The loud speaker laid 
on its back gives the apparatus a di­ 
rective effect with reference to noises 
from above. 
A microphone completes 
the auditory section. 
After passing 
through the initial amplifier the im­ 
pulse is received by a resonant cir­ 
cuit set, tuned to the dominant fre­ 
quency of the airplane drone. 
Here 
a second amplifier does its work and 
then the thread is picked up by a 
device which has an amplifying power 
of lOO.OdO.OOO. 
The 
electrical 
Impulse, 
which 
a 
split second before was awakened by 
the hum of the plane, is now ready 
for the time-limit relay—the last step 
In the process before the long arm of 
electricity reaches out to close the 
power switch. 
The time-limit relay Is a vital unit 
In the Spooner sound-selective switch. 
Without this feature the automatic 
lighting mechanism might be operated 
by sporadic transient noises.

New Type of Projector. 
The lights that went into action 
automatically came from a new type 
of airport projector developed by the 
Westinghouse company. 
The new unit is designed to fur­ 
nish sufficient illumination over un 
uneven field, at the same time keep­ 
ing the source of light low and elimi­ 
nating objectionable glare in the eyes 
of the aviator. 
It consists essentially 
of a steel drum 25 inches in diameter 
and 19 inches deep, mounted on a 2 x/z 
inch pipe standard. 
Mounted within 
the drum are a lamp socket with vor­ 
tical, lateral and in-and-out focusing 
adjustments,

T he Dearborn Independent, September 17 issue, has a very 
good article on press associations written bv Earl C. fleeves. The 
press association is the mirror of the world, says the writer. 
“ It trails a foreign prince, a British cabinet, a football Knme, 
in fact it gives its service so promptly that I he reporter at an in­ 
tersections! game never even thinks of stopping to w rite— he de 
tales into the ear of a telegraph operator as it happens. 
“A world series baseball game is on. and the swish of the bat 
and the arrival in San Francisco of the words, ‘strike two’, are as 
nearly simultaneous as it is possible for two things to be. 
“The President,” continues Reeves, “has two shadows wher­ 
ever he goes: one the protective secret service cordon, and tie 
other the watchful press association squad.” 
“Let a kaiser slip into an obscure Dutch village, and a press 
association man camps at his gate for months; let an Irish patriot 
starve himself to death and you may be sure a Yankee has become 
almost a member of the watching family.” 
“Shoot an Irish viceroy in Ismdon, and Dale Crittenbergcr 
and Ed Toner print a better story about it—and a faster one- 
in Anderson, Indiana, than Beaverbrook or Hit!ton print in Lon­ 
don. 
(This is no exaggeration: it happened.)” 
The Brainerd Daily Dispatch takes the United Press service 
and so is interested in what Mi’. Reeves says of this association. 
“Several years ago,” continues Mr. Reeves, “through some 
error, the United Press killed the Pope prematurely and stood b\ 
its guns when the Associated Press said he was not dead. The 
A. P. used this in the trade war, discrediting the 
U. P. wit>1 edi 
tors and the public; but found the incident something of a boom- 
crang because, again through some freak error, a bulletin had 
gone out over A. P. wires telling how the Pope’s sister had died 
of the shock of learning that the Pope was dead.* 
“The United Press was the second great association to come 
upon the field. This was about twenty years ago, when three sec- 
tional associations were united. The backbone of tin- service, from 
the start, was the chain of newspapers of the late E. W. Scripps, 
who had shown a genius for turning secondhand plants into valu­ 
able properties in about two dozen cities, but who never seemed 
able to break into the big key cities of the country.” 
“Into the job of general news manager of the United Press, 
not long after its formation, came a very young man named Roy 
Howard. 
It is said that when he had been selected for the |>ost 
and had gone to the coast to he appraised by ‘the Old Man’, Scripps 
took one look at his extreme boyishness, and Howard then and 
there had to sell himself the job all over again. He did the selling 
thoroughly—the newspapers are known now as the Seripps-lInw­ 
ard chain.” 
“The Scripps newspapers grew as ‘people’s papers', penny 
papers, progressive. 
The United Press was similarly tinged, and 
that fact made a good sales argument with such editors as said 
the A. P. was too conservative. 
As it grew bigger and b «. ger, 
the editorial slant was wiped out gradually by Howard; but Uk 
U. P. remained ‘more progressive* in that it paid more attention 
to features and bright copy than did its older brother.” 
“The United Press, on a budget that was a fraction of the* 
A. P. gross turnover, always made money— paid dividends/* 
“The Associated Press operates night and day, as such, 
Th 
United Press and International News Service have ridden to suc­ 
cess by the opposite course, that of developing news service foi 
evening newspapers, Scripps and Hearst now operate night serv­ 
ices, the United News and Universal Service, but these do not at­ 
tempt to compete w>th the A. P. in its great stronghold, the morn­ 
ing newspaper field/* 
“A press association is a peculiar thing. 
It requires years 
and years of grief and sorrow to build one; and when you have it 
built it is nothing—so lar as tangible property goes.” 
“ Many men who have worked on both newspapers and press 
associations agree with me in the contention that not one newspa­ 
per in one hundred is as intent on accuracy as are the press asso­ 
ciations.” 
“Newspaper editors are quick and intelligent kickers. When 
a press association has grown to big that it serves six or seven 
hundred quick and intelligent kickers; and the opposition has a 
dirk in its boot and is watchful of every misstep; then there will 
Ix? very little carelessness.” 
“There will be mistakes, yes, and many of them 111 a year; 
but of important ones, not many; of avoidable ones, very few in­ 
deed; and of mistakes that are not checked up so that responsi­ 
bility may be placed and recurrence avoided, in all probability, 
none.” 


WE NEEI» WIDESPREAD PROSPERITY 


I k an address delivered at Southampton, N. Y., as reported 
by the Associated Press, Howard Elliott, chairman of the board 
of the Northern Pacific railway company, said in effect that pros­ 
perity should he widely distributed in order to be effective. 
All parts of the United States are interdependent and no one 
part, nor any great fundamental business, permanently can suc­ 
ceed under laws, policies or economic systems which are unjust 
to others. 
“No one part of the country can succeed permanently under 
any economic system that is unjust to another part of the coun­ 
try,” he said. “No one of the gieat fundamental businesses of the 
country can succeed in the long run unless it is adjusted fairly to 
other forms of business that must succeed also. We do not want 
to have a ‘‘western* United States, a ‘southern’ United States, and 
‘eastern’ United States, with divergence of views as to the sound 
policy for the nation as a whole. 
We want a ‘United’ United 
States, with full justice to all the people in all parts of the coun 
try.” 
He warned that the importance of the Pacific coast in dealing 
with relations that will have an important bearing 011 the future 
of this country cannot be over-estmated and suggested that the 
sections should understand one another, so that when difficult prob­ 
lems arise, the people will work together for the welfare of the 
whole nation.

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PRESS ASSOCIATIONS 


T h e Dearborn Independent, September 17 issue, has a ver 
4food article on press associations written by EarJ C. Reeves. 
Th 
press association is the mirror of the world, says the writer. 
“It trails a foreign prince, a British cabinet, a football game 
in fact it gives its service so promptly that the reporter at an in 
tersectional game never even thinks of stopping to write— he die 
tales into the ear of a telegraph operator as it happens. 
“A world series baseball game is on, and the swish of the bal 
and the arrival in San Francisco of the words, ‘strike tw o’, are as 
nearly simultaneous as it is possible for two things to be. 
“The President,” continues Reeves, “has two shadows wher 
ever he goes: one the protective secret service cordon, and the 
other the watchful press association squad.” 
“Let a kaiser slip into an obscure Dutch village, and a pres.- 
association man camps at his gate for months; let an Irish patriu 
starve himself to death and you may be sure a Yankee has become 
almost a member of the watching family.” 
“Shoot an Irish viceroy in London, and Dale Crittenbergei 
and Ed Toner print a better story about it— and a faster on e- 
in Anderson, Indiana, than Beaverbrook or Ilulton print in Lon 
don. 
(This is no exaggeration: it happened.)” 
The Brainerd Daily Dispatch takes the United Press service 
and so is interested in what Mr. Reeves says of this association. 
“Several years ago,” continues Mr. Reeves, “through some 
error, the United Press killed the Pope prematurely and stood bv 
its guns when the Associated Press said he was not dead. 
The 
A. P. used this in the trade war, discrediting the U. P. with edi­ 
tors and the public; but found the incident something of a boom­ 
erang because, again through some freak error, a bulletin had 
gone out over A. P. wires telling how the Pope’s sister had died 
of the shock of learning that the Pope was dead.” 
“The United Press was the second great association to conn 
upon the field. 
This was about twenty years ago, when three sec­ 
tional associations were united. 
The backbone of the service, from 
the start, was the chain of newspapers of the late E. w . Scripps, 
who had shown a genius for turning secondhand plants into valu­ 
able properties in about two dozen cities, but who never seemed 
able to break into the big.key cities of the country.” 
“Into the job of general news manager of the United Press, 
not long after its formation, came a very young man named Roy 
Howard. 
It is said that when he had been selected for the post 
and had gone to the coast to be appraised by ‘the Old Man’, Scripps 
took one look at his extreme boyishness, and Howard then and 
there had to sell himself tho job all over again. 
He did the soiling 
thoroughly— the newspapers are known now as the Scripps-How­ 
ard chain.” 
“The Scripps newspapers grew as ‘people’s papers’, penny 
papers, progressive. 
The United Press was similarly tinged, and 
that fact made a good sales argument with such editors as said 
the A. P. was too conservative. 
As it grew bigger and la gger, 
the editorial slant was wiped out gradually by Howard; hut the 
U. P. remained ‘more progressive’ in that it paid mon* attention 
to features and bright copy than did its older brother.” 
“The United Press, on a budget that was a fraction of th e 
A. P. gross turnover, always made money— paid dividends.” 
“The Associated Press operates night and day, as such. 
T h e 
United Press and International News Service have ridden to suc­ 
cess by the opposite course, that of developing news service I'm 
evening newspapers. Scripps and Hearst now operate1 night serv­ 
ices, the United News and Universal Service, but these do not at­ 
tempt to compete with the A. P. in its great stronghold, the morn­ 
ing newspaper field.” 
“A press association is a peculiar thing. 
It requires years 
and years of grief and sorrow to build one; and when you have it 
built it is nothing— so far as tangible property goes." 
“Many men who have worked on both newspapers and press 
associations agree with me in the contention that not one newspa­ 
per in one hundred is as intent on accuracy as are the press a s s o ­ 
ciations.” 
“Newspaper editors are quick aud intelligent kickers. 
When 
a press association has grown so big that it serves six or seven 
hundred quick and intelligent kickers; and the opposition has a 
dirk in its boot and is watchful of every misstep; then there will 
be very little carelessness.” 
“There will be mistakes, yes, and many of them in a year; 
but of important ones, not many; of avoidable ones, very few in­ 
deed; and of mistakes that are not checked up so that responsi­ 
bility may be placed and recurrence avoided, in all probability, 
none.”

In an address delivered at Southampton, N. Y., as reported 
by the Associated Press, Howard Elliott, chairman of the board 
cf the Northern Pacific railway company, said iii effect that pros­ 
perity should he widely distributed in order to be effective.

He warned that the importance of the Pacific coast in dealing 
with relations that will have an important hearing on the future 
of this country cannot be over-estmated and suggested that the 
sections should understand one another, so that when difficult prob­ 
lems arise, the people will work together for the welfare of the 
whole nation.

IN LOVELY RESORT 


Rumania Gives Castle Pe* 
lesh to Little Michael. 


But She Did Love 
George

HOW: 


Washington.—Sinaia, whose histor­ 
ic Castle Pelesh lias been recently set 
aside by the Rumanian government as 
a country residence for the boy king, 
Michael, is a beautiful resort in the 
pine-clad Carpathian mountains and 
favorite summer gathering place of 
Balkan aristocracy, says a bulletin of 
the 
National 
Geographic 
society. 
Winding drives lead to snow-white 
villas and modern hotels set against 
a background of forest and mountain. 
From 
their balconies and 
windows 
views of narrow valley and tir-clad 
hill are unsurpassed. 
Gay, gypsy-like 
Rumanian music floats from 
hand 
stands, smart crowds gather in open 
air restaurants, and far into the night 
the gaming rooms of the casino art- 
crowded by the fashionable world cf 
southeastern Europe. 
This delightful valley In the Car­ 
pathians became popular less than 
50 years ago, when it was chosen a- 
a refuge from the torrid summers of 
Bucharest by young Brince Charles 
of Hohenzoliern Sigmaringen, newly 
chosen king of Rumania, and his wife. 
Elizabeth of Neuwied, known to the 
literary world by her pen name of 
Carmen Sylva. 
When the royal couple first visited 
this mountain fastness there was no 
summer 
palace 
built, 
and 
they 
stopped for weeks at a time at the 
Orthodox 
Greek 
monastery 
near 
Sinaia 
built 
by 
Prince 
Michael 
Cantacuzene In the Fifteenth century. 
The walls of the monastery apart­ 
ment set aside for royal use are said 
to be still covered with caricature 
sketches of well-known court ladies, 
drawn by the queen. 
King Charles Built the Castle. 
So charmed were the new mon­ 
archs with the invigorating air and 
wild scenery of Sinaia that they set 
about the creation there of a summer 
court. 
King Charles supervised the 
erection of Castle Pelesh, the royal 
residence, on whose building, land 
scaping and furnishing he lavished 
millions. 
Pelesh 
is 
in 
the 
white 
stone - and - plaster, 
half - timbered, 
many-gabled German stylo, looking 
more like a resort hotel In the Ba­ 
varian alps than a castle in the Eng 
lish sense of the word. 
It Is perhaps 
more adequately 
described 
by 
the 
French term, chateau. 
The building, however, Is In har­ 
mony with its background of ever­ 
greens 
and 
mountain 
peaks, 
and 
stands in a wooded park of great 
beauty. 
Its 
many 
rooms 
contain 
priceless art treasures from Europe 
and the Orient 
collected by 
King 
Charles throughout a long lifetime 
aud added to by hts successors Ferdi­ 
nand and Marie. 
The throne room 
and reception halls are of Alnddlnlike 
splendor. 
In spite of 
this 
gorgeous back­ 
ground, court life has always been 
less 
formal 
at 
Sinaia 
than 
Iii 
Bucharest. 
Lt has been the custom 
of both Carmen 
Sylva and Queen 
Marie to wear native peasant costume 
while In residence. 
It was at Sinaia that the royal fam­ 
ily first heard the booming of the 
guns on the Hungarian frontier after 
Rumania’s entry Into the World war. 
'l'he Transylvania frontier is a few 
miles awuy through the Carpathian 
passes. 
Modern Summer Capital. 
Since the war Sinaia has become 
more 
popular than ever, 
not only 
among the native aristocracy lint with 
visitors 
from 
all 
eastern 
Europe. 
Rumania combines strains of Latin 
gaiety and gipsy romance which seem 
lo meet In Sinaia. 
Rich owners (if 
landed estates have been hard hit by 
agrarian reforms, but many seem still 
able to maintain magnificent villas ut 
the summer capital, ami their number 
is constantly being added to by those 
newly enriched by post-war develop­ 
m ent 
On 
Sinaia’s 
tree shaded 
prom­ 
enades are seen costumes fresh from 
the Rue do la Palx. 
Gay youths in 
flannels play tennis with girls in em­ 
broidered blouses, their hair held in 
place by colorful gipsy scarfs. 
Invit­ 
ing bridle paths load through tho for­ 
est to mountain retreats of solemn 
grandeur. 
At the casino the wheel of 
fortune spins and each evening In 
the adjoining ballroom, music plays 
far into the night. 
This remote Carpathian valley, in 
the shadow of the old Cantacuzene 
monastery, has seen during the last 
half century the surprising growth of 
one of Europe’s gayest summer capi­ 
tals. High upon the hillside above, 
embowered in gardens, lies the royal 
residence of Pelesh, built by the Ger­ 
man monarch of u Latin country and 
redolent with the memory of an Eng­ 
lish queen. 
Now its gorgeousness is 
the property of a boy of live.

SILKWORM 
OPERATES 
IN 
PRODUCTION 
OF 
FIBER.— 
One of the most perfect and 
beautiful silks In the world, Is 
that produced by the silkworm 
Pure silk begins as a fluid says 
a writer In Tit Bits. 
The fluid 
Is manufactured by a pair of 
small 
glands 
inside 
the silk 
worm’s head. 
It Is not a silky 
fluid at first, but a kind of horn 
—if 
you 
can 
Imagine 
horn 
melted down and diluted. 
This 
substance, which is called “fib 
rein,” gives silk Its toughness 
arid elasticity. 
Immediately on leaving the 
glands the fibroin flows into a 
minute reservoir, where It Is 
surrounded by a second mate­ 
rial called “sericln,” which Is 
manufactured by another pair 
of glands. 
This is a gumraj 
fluid, which forms an outer cov 
erlng to the fibroin and gives Ii 
a shining appearance. 
Now the silk material Is com 
plete, and only requires to be 
formed Into thread. 
After pass­ 
ing through the reservoir, it Is 
forced Into two little flattened 
tubes with strong muscles thai 
work 
above and below them, 
and squeeze out the silk in the 
form of two tiny ribbons. 
The 
two 
little 
ribbons are 
next welded together by means 
of another minute organ, and 
Issue 
from 
the 
caterpillar’s 
mouth 
as 
one 
thread, 
which 
hardens directly as it is ex 
posed to the air. 
If this silk Is bolled In soapy 
water it will be found to sep­ 
arate 
ai#in 
Into 
two 
fine 
threads. 
This double thread Is 
strong enough for the Insect’s 
purpose, but it is too fine for 
our use, so the threads of sev­ 
eral cocoons have to be spun 
together. 
Eight cocoons at a 
time are used In the making of 
ribbons, and fourteen in making 
velvets. 
The length of thread 
which can be taken from one 
cocoon of (the mulberry silk­ 
worm varies very much, but the 
average 
yield 
of n 
thousand 
cocoons Is about 500 yards of 
silk, ready to be placed on the 
loom.

America was named, of course, fur 
Amerigo Vespucci, the Florentine nav­ 
igator and merchant, who first visit<*<1 
the New world five years after Irs 
discovery by Columbus. 
Vespucci was

helped to tit out a number of expedi­ 
tions, decided In 1407 to make a voy­ 
age westward himself. 
Between thou 
and his death in 1512 ho went on four 
or five expeditions to America. 
More Important for his own fame, 
he wrote a book which was the first 
to show that South America was a 
continent and not an archipelago. 
It 
was translated into several languages, 
and dbl much to acquaint scholars 
with the character of the transatlantic 
discoveries. 
For this reason, one of 
his translators, the German, Martin 
Waldseerauellcr, proposed In 1507 that 
the new continent he named for Ves­ 
pucci. 
The suggestion had a gradual 
adoption, 
and 
the 
name 
America, 
which 
Wnldseemuoller 
had 
offered, 
came finally to he extended to the 
northern 
continent as well 
as the 
southern.
